The Estill County 
Grand Jury returned 
indictments on March 23 
that included one charg¬ 
ing a man with sex acts 
with a seven year old 
child. 

Michael Raad, 26, was 
incarerated at the Clark 
County Detention Center 
when he was indicted. The 
indictment states that 
on Oct. 22, 2011, Raad, 
committed the offense of 
first degree sodomy with

a victim under 12 years 
of age. It states that he 
engaged in deviate sexual 
intercourse with a seven 
year old minor child who 
was incapable of giving 
consent. 

He is also charged with 
first degree sexual abuse. 

No bail was listed on 
the indictment. Kentucky 
State Police Detective 
Chris Short appeared as 
a witness. 

Three people were 
indicted for complicity 
to manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine on Feb. 3 
or Feb. 4, at 1671 Dry 


Branch Road. They are 
also charged with posses¬ 
sion of drug parapherna¬ 
lia. 

They are Jeffrey 
Twist, 46, of Dry Ridge 
Road, Justin Patrick, 
23, of Cobhill Road and 
Bertha Lynn Jones, 40, of 
Timberline Drive. 

The indictment states 
that the trio manufac¬ 
tured methamphetamine 
and had in their pos¬ 
session Sudafed blis¬ 
ter packs, thin sheets of 
aluminum foil with burn 
marks consistent with 
smoking meth, a metal 


lighter fluid can and 
several lithium battery 
strips. 

KSP Trooper Scott 
Felder appeared as a wit¬ 
ness. 

Manufacturing meth¬ 
amphetamine is a Class 
B felony and possession 
is a class A misdemeanor. 

Robert Plowman, 53, 
of Sunrise Valley, was 
indicted on one count of 
second degree robbery for 
allegedly striking Erica 
Sizemore in the face and 
taking an envelope from 
her that contained $756 
in cash, a class C felony. 


KSP Trooper Scott 
Felder appeared as a wit¬ 
ness. 

He was also indicted 
for being a persistent fel¬ 
ony offender by having at 
least two prior velonies 
on his record within the 
past five years, a class D 
felony. 

KSP Trooper C. 
Brandenburg appeared 
as a witness. 

Randall Johnson, 24, 
of Hillsboro was indict¬ 
ed on one count of sec¬ 
ond degree burglary for 
unlawfully entering the 
home of Patty Mason 


through a back window 
and removing 137 Lortab 
10 miligram pills and 
leaving through the front 
door, according to the 
indictment. It is a class C 
felony. He was also indict¬ 
ed on one count of theft of 
a controlled substance, a 
class D felony.

An Estill County man is being held in the Estill 
County Jail in lieu of a $20,000 cash bail after he 
assaulted another man while in a vehicle. 

Estill Deputy Sheriff Russell “Doc” Morris arrested 
30 year old David W. Harris of Harris-Ferry Road after 
he allegedly used a butcher knife to cut the throat of 
Tony Jordan. 

Morris said they Harris was riding in the back seat 
of a vehicle being driven by Jason Jordan of Frames 
Branch. Tony Jordan was riding in the front passenger 
seat. 

Morris said when the trio pulled up in front of 2755 
Harris-Ferry Road, Harris took the knife and slit Tony 
Jordan’s throat causing a three and one-half inch cut 
that took 17 stitches to close. 

Harris also cut Jason’s shoulder. 

“Jason pulled Harris out of the car and gave him a 
pretty good thumping,” Morris said. 

Harris is charged with second degree assault. He 
was taken to the Estill County Jail where he remained 
at press time.

Irvine couple arrested in connection 
with Mountain Crest Burglary 

An Irvine couple was arrested March 29 
in connection with a burglary at Mountain 
Crest that occurred on March 7. 

Ryan D. Newton, 24, of Mountain Crest, 
was charged with second degree burglary 
for allegedly prying open a window at 249 
Mountain Crest and removing several items. 
Newton lives in the apartment next door to 
the one he is accused of breaking into.

Man arrested for being drunk, charged 
with promoting contraband 

A man who was arrested for being drunk 
in public on April 2 was charged with more 
than that when he arrived at the Estill 
County Jail. 


Richard P. Rogers, 35, of Sweet Lick Road 
was observed on Jacqueline Court by Irvine 
Division of Police Office Ken Brandenburg. 
Brandenburg’s report states that while he 
was talking to Rogers he detected a strong 
smell of alcoholic beverage and that Rogers 
admitted to being drunk. 

The report states that Rogers was unsteady 
on his feet and a test showed the presence of 
alcohol. 

Brandenburg stated that while being 
searched at the Estill County Jail, Rogers 
was told to remove his shoes. He stated that 
Rogers reached into his shoe and grabbed a 
small baggie and attempted to hide it under 
the desk. The baggie proved to contain mari¬ 
juana. 

In addition to alcohol intoxication in a 
public place, Rogers is charged with posses¬ 
sion of marijuana, first degree promoting 
contraband and tampering with evidence. 
His bail was set at $5,000 cash. 

McKinney arrests woman for burglary 

On March 29 Captain Adrian McKinney 
arrested Whitley M. Bundy and charged her 
with second degree burglary for a crime that 
occurred on March 25. 

McKinney’s report states that Bundy, 24, 
admitted to breaking into the residence of 
Michael R. McQueen on Hood Avenue and 
removing several items valued at $780.

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Suspected pot growers 
arrested on a tip

A tip from another police agency sent 
Irvine Division of Police Chief Brad 
Smith to Hood Avenue where he cited 
a suspected marijuana producer. 

Smith’s report states he acted on 
a tip from Ravenna Police Chief Ken 
White when he went to 215 Hood 
Avenue on March 26 where he arrested 
42 year old Armeda Stallings. 

On his report, Smith noted that he 
and White conducted a “knock and 
talk” at the residence and obtained 


verbal permission to search the mobile 
home in which Stallings resides. 

The report states that the two offi¬ 
cers discovered three pots containing 
a total of 12 marijuana plants at an 
average height of two feet along with a 
grow light. 

The plants and light were taken into 
evidence and due to new laws pertain¬ 
ing to drug trafficking, Smith could 
only issue a citation, not execute an 
arrest. 

Stallings will appear in Estill 
District Court on May 16. 


Kentuckians might be 
fooled by weather 


Without looking at the 
calendar, Kentuckians 
might easily be fooled 
into thinking it is early 
June; but in fact, spring 
has just begun. After 
the warmest winter on 
the record books in the 
Bluegrass state, spring 
has “sprung” very early 
causing some University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension specialists 
to gaze eerily back on a 
similar weather pattern 
in 2007. 

“Temperatures soared 
in the second week 
of March with highs 
mostly in the 70s and 
some locations exceeding 
80 degrees,” said Tom 
Priddy, UK agricultural 
meteorologist. “Rainfall 
was frequent; everything 
is turning green much 
earlier than usual. You 
can’t help but think 
back to 2007.” During 
that year, spring came 
early and then a late 
Easter freeze decimated 
many horticultural and 
grain crops throughout 
the state. So what could 
growers and gardeners 
do to prepare for a pos¬ 
sible late-season spring 
freeze? 

“This pattern is all too 
familiar to that Easter 
freeze a few years ago,” 
said Patsy Wilson, UK 
viticulture specialist. 
“The best safeguard for 
grapes at this point is to 
hold off on final prun¬ 
ing as late as possible.” 
Wilson said sometimes 
growers find it difficult 
to hold off because of 
vineyard size. “As of 
right now, the grapes 
are still relatively dor¬ 
mant,” she added. “But 
we should start seeing 
green tips in the next 
week or two and that 
will make many cul-

tivars vulnerable to 
freeze or frost damage in 
Central Kentucky.” 

Chad Lee is a grain 
crops specialist at UK, 
and he believes wheat 
is the biggest concern 
right now, but that 
there’s really nothing 
growers can do about it. 
He said in Western and 
Central Kentucky, the 
crop has developed to 
the point where freeze or 
frost could cause dam¬ 
age. “Now as for corn—I 
know farmers are itching 
to plant corn,” he said. 
“But in 2007, Kentucky 
growers had to replant 
100,000 acres of corn. 

So, even though the tem¬ 
peratures are great, we 
need to wait to plant a 
bit longer.” 

UK horticultural 
specialist John Strang 
reported many horti¬ 
cultural crops are run¬ 
ning three to four weeks 
ahead of schedule with 
fruit crop bloom because 
of unseasonably warm 
weather. “Temperatures 
of 25 to 26 now would 
cause serious dam¬ 
age to peach, plum and 
pear crops,” he said. 
“Temperatures of 24 to 
25 would cause serious 
damage to the apple 
crop. As bloom develop¬ 
ment progresses, the 
flowers will continue to 
lose hardiness. I usually 
do not begin to feel like 
we have avoided most of 
our frost chances until 
late April, so we have a 
long way to go.” 


Strang said commer¬ 
cial strawberry growers 
can use floating row 
covers to provide a few 
degrees of frost protec¬ 
tion, and they may use 
overhead sprinkling to 
protect tender blooms if 
the predicted tempera¬ 
ture drop is not too low 
and wind is minimal. 

“Home strawberry 
growers can rake the 
straw back over the 
blooms for protection or 
cover the strawberries 
with a blanket,” he said. 
“Anchoring the edges of 
the blanket down will 
help retain the long 
wave radiation or heat 
radiating from the soil 
and prevent frost injury. 
Covering with plastic 
provides little protection, 
and the practice of hos¬ 
ing the frost off of fruit 
crops early in the morn¬ 
ing is not helpful.” 

Strang added that 
fruit growers should 
concentrate on apply¬ 
ing their early fungicide 
and insecticide sprays 
as the crops are moving 
through floral develop¬ 
mental stages very rap¬ 
idly. 

Tom Priddy said tem¬ 
peratures have been 
averaging about 20 
degrees warmer than 
normal across the state, 
with precipitation also 
a bit over the average. 

So after a winter that 
wasn’t and a spring 
that seems to be fleet¬ 
ing, Priddy suggested 
that growers stay alert 
and not get too comfort¬ 
able in the warm days. 
“There’s still plenty 
of time for a damag¬ 
ing freeze or frost,” he 
said. “We just want our 
Kentucky growers to be 
prepared.”

Estill residents invited to Highway 89 
improvement meeting 


Residents of Estill County are invit¬ 
ed to attend a public informational 
meeting to discuss a project to improve 
KY 89 (North Main Street) from Rice 
Street in Irvine to KY 499. 

The meeting will be held Tuesday, 
April 10 from 5-7 p.m. at the Estill 
Springs Elementary School. It will be 
an “open house” format meeting with 
no formal presentation. 

Representatives from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet and project 
consultants will be available to answer 
questions and provide information 
about the project. Handouts will be 
available describing the project’s pur¬ 
pose and need, the right-of-way acqui¬ 
sition process and potential utility 


relocation concerns. 

A project is under consideration to 
reconstruct the existing portion of KY 
89 to a new facility with two 12-foot 
travel lanes, a 12-foot center two-way 
left turn lane, and curbs and side¬ 
walks. The existing road has two 10- 
foot travel lanes with no turn lanes or 
sidewalks.

Weight, width restrictions on Ky 499 bridge 

Weight and width restrictions have been put in place on a bridge on KY 499 at 
the Estill-Madison county line. 

A weight limit of 9 tons and a width restriction of 14 feet are in place for the 
bridge crossing Drowning Creek. The restrictions were put in place after an 
inspection revealed deterioration of the bridge’s superstructure. One-lane traffic 
will be maintained on the structure until repairs are made. 

A suggested alternative route for vehicles exceeding the weight and width lim¬ 
its is KY 52 between Richmond and Irvine. 

A contract for repairs to this bridge was awarded in December. Construction 
has not yet begun, but the work is to be completed by Nov. 15. During the project, 
this bridge will be closed to all traffic for not more than 30 days. A signed detour 
will be in place during the closure. Once the repairs are complete, the bridge will 
be open to normal traffic.

Estill and Madison County 
Libraries join Sister Libraries 


The Estill County Public Library has 
joined with the Madison County Public 
Library as the fourth pair of librar¬ 
ies in Kentucky to participate in the 
Sister Library project. Through this 
partnership, the two libraries will share 
knowledge, experience, ideas, and work 
together on efforts to better serve their 
respective, and often shared, communi¬ 
ties. 

The Sister Library Project, the first 
of its kind in the country, started as a 
way for newly established libraries in 
the state of Kentucky to draw on the 
expertise and resources of larger librar¬ 
ies. As more partnerships have formed, 
the purpose of the partnerships have 
changed into relationships like that 
embodied by the Madison and Estill 
county libraries; taking two established 
libraries and finding new ways to work 
together. To date, six Sister Library 


partnerships exist with the possibility 
of more to come. 

Starting April 1, patrons of both 
libraries will be able to return items in 
the Library-on-the-Go drop box located 
at the Moberly Shell Station on US 
52 to better serve commuters. Estill 
County Library staff will visit the staff 
of the Madison County Library later 
this month, and the Madison staff will 
visit Estill in the month of April to get 
to know one another and take tours. 
Once the tours are finished, plans will 
begin for a staff exchange that will 
allow individuals with similar jobs to 
see how their counterpart goes about 
their work. Future plans include collab¬ 
orating on bringing presenters and pro¬ 
grams to the area that would otherwise 
be unfeasible, applying for joint grants, 
and joint staff training opportunities. 


Next week is National Public 
Safety Telecommunicators Week 


When violent storms 
and tornados ravaged 
16 eastern Kentucky 
counties on the night of 
March 2, Kentucky State 
Police telecommunicators 
were some of the first to 
respond, handling urgent 
requests for assistance 
and sending emergency 
personnel and equipment 
to the stricken commu¬ 
nities. Often working 
in excess of normal 12- 
hour shifts, they played 
vital roles in alerting law 
enforcement, fire, rescue 
and medical services, 
coordinating communica¬ 
tions and directing help 
to where it was needed. 

During the second 
week of April, Kentucky 
State Police telecom¬ 
munications person¬ 
nel at Richmond Post in 
Madison County will join 
more than 200,000 fellow 


communicators through¬ 
out the United States 
being recognized for their 
long hours and dedication 
to public safety. 

“Across the state, our 
telecommunicators are 
just a phone call away 
for those seeking help in 
times of personal crisis 
or community disaster,” 
says KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer. “They are 
on duty every day, every 
night, every weekend and 
every holiday, providing a 
calming voice to citizens 
in need and behind-the- 
scenes support to first 
responders on the street. 
Their efforts often make 
the difference between 
life and death. They have 
earned a well-deserved 
salute for their dedica¬ 
tion and service to the 
Kentucky State Police 
and the citizens of the 


Commonwealth.” 

KSP employs 187 tele¬ 
communicators at its 
16 posts throughout the 
state. In 2011, they han¬ 
dled 529,175 calls. 

Richmond Post has 10 
telecommunicators on 
staff who handle calls 
from Madison, Clark, 
Lee, Owsley, Jackson, 
Estill, Mercer, Jessamine, 
Lincoln, Boyle and 
Garrard counties. Last 
year, they responded to 
22,537 calls.

soybean oil, canola oil, 
maltodextrin (made 
from corn) sour cream 
9cultured cream, skim 


milk) salt, whey protein 
conentrate, monosodium 
glutamate, natural and 
artificial flavors, lactic 
acid, citric acid, arti¬ 
ficial color (including 
yello number six) and 
salt. CONTAINS MILK 
INGREDIENTS. (I 
don't know what the sig¬ 
nificance of this being in 
bold print is.)

State budget to reduce spending by $300 million 


With the final day of 
this year’s session fast 
approaching, we gave 
final passage on Friday 
to a $19 billion state 
budget agreement that 
will reduce spending 
by over $300 million 
over the next two years 
while preserving fund¬ 
ing for critical areas 
like Corrections and 
Medicaid and protecting 
base funding for our pub¬ 
lic schools. 

It took about three days in a special 
budget conference committee composed 
of both House and Senate leaders to 
hash out the agreement in House Bill 
265, which will hold down new state 
debt over the next biennium to less 
than half of the $968 million proposed 
in the governor’s budget in January. 
The agreed-upon budget also requires 
the governor to come up with another 
$80 million in savings to help bridge 
a $742 million gap between state rev¬ 
enues and spending for fiscal years 
2012 through 2014. 

The final budget includes many 
provisions that were unchanged from 
the governor’s original plan: No state- 
employee salary increases or retiree 
cost-of-living increases are included in 
either year of the biennium. There’s an 
additional 8.4 percent in cuts to most 
state agency budgets. Increased fund¬ 
ing is rare, in only a very limited num¬ 


ber of areas like social 
services. 

We agreed to beef up 
the “rainy day” Budget 
Reserve Trust Fund that 
helps the state meet eligi¬ 
ble “necessary” expenses 
that aren’t part of the 
approved state budget. 

The operational bud¬ 
gets for the Legislative 
and Judicial branches 
would also suffer 8.4 per¬ 
cent cuts and no salary or 
cost-of-living increases for employees 
or retirees. 

Any loose legislative ends left after 
this week can be tied and knotted on 
April 12, which is both the next day 
that we meet and the last day of this 
60-day 2012 Regular Session. Between 
now and then, the governor will have 
10 days (excluding Sundays) to consid¬ 
er vetoes to bills we passed in recent 
days. 

It is worth noting, however, that 
while we can pass last-minute bills 
on April 12, doing so will forfeit any 
chance we would have to override 
vetoes of those bills. That’s why we 
tried to pass the budget bills and other 
key legislation before we left town on 
Friday specifically to ensure that we 
have recourse, should the governor 
strike all or parts of that legislation 
down with his veto pen. 

One of those “other key bills” is SB 
3, a bill that would fight the growing

illegal methamphetamine trade in 
the Commonwealth. Makers of street 
meth purchase, or send out others to 
purchase, dozens to hundreds of boxes 
of pseudoephedrine tablets in products 
like Sudafed that are required to make 
the drug. 

SB 3 would further limit legal pur¬ 
chase amounts of over-the-counter 
pseudoephedrine from 9 grams to 7.2 
grams monthly, without limiting the 
purchase of gel caps or liquids (which 
aren’t converted easily to meth), or 
drugs dispensed by valid prescrip¬ 
tion. Block lists would keep the tablets 
from being sold to methamphetamine 
offenders, while pharmacies would be 
required to keep detailed electronic, 
rather than just written, records of 
buyers of the over-the-counter meds. 

Dozens of other bills, as expected, 
cleared the General Assembly and 
made it to the governor’s desk in the 
session’s last full week. Some of those 
bills included: 

• HB 390, which will fight metal theft 
by restricting the sale of specific items 
made of copper or other valuable met¬ 
als; 

•SB 32, which will set up a statewide 
dragnet, called Blue Alert, to help 
catch suspects in cases involving the 


killing, harm or kidnapping of a law 
enforcement officer; 

•SB 58, which will allow a law 
enforcement officer to arrest or cite 
someone for committing misdemeanor 
assault in a hospital ER with probable 
cause, even if the officer did not wit¬ 
ness the offense; 

• HB 344, which will prohibit the 
intentional release of a feral or wild 
hogs or pigs into the wild, and set mis¬ 
demeanor penalties for violation, and; 

•HB 421, which will make it harder 
for shady roofing contractors to 
defraud homeowners by giving hom¬ 
eowners a five-day grace period to pay 
or cancel a signed roofing contract, if 
their homeowner’s policy doesn’t cover 
the repair work. 

More action will be ready to report 
when we return for our final day of the 
session on April 12, as discussed. Until 
then, you can always stay informed 
of all the action by logging onto the 
Legislative Research Commission 
website at www.lrc.ky.gov .

International chemical inspectors 
examine chemical weapons at depot 


Inspectors from the Organization for 
the Prohibition of Chemical Weapons 
(OPCW) located at the Hague, the 
Netherlands, arrived Monday, March 
26, to conduct their annual inspection. 
The inspection took two days with the 
inspectors then flying from Lexington to 
Dulles International Airport then on to 
the Hague. 

The five inspectors, who were from 
Romania, United States, Jordan, Russian 
Federation and the Netherlands, 
assured accountability of every chemi¬ 
cal weapon declared to be in storage at 
the Depot as part of the United States 
compliance with the Chemical Weapons 
Convention. 

The inspectors completed the inven¬ 


tory of 45 igloos containing in excess of 
100,000 individual weapons in a short 
time period. This marks the sixteenth 
time that Blue Grass has been inspected 
by the OPCW, with every inspection 
showing that Blue Grass Army Depot 
is in full compliance with the Chemical 
Weapons Convention. 

“I am especially proud of the men and 
women of BGCA for not only keeping up 
with the demanding work schedule but 
also providing the utmost in personal 
safety for the inspectors, their escorts, 
the guards and our toxic chemical work¬ 
ers,” said Lt. Col. Steven Basso, the 
Activities Commander. Basso also gave 
accolades to the inspectors for their pro¬ 
fessionalism and dedication.

Programs for low-income 
telephone customers to change 


Changes being made by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) 
mean an end to a program that subsi¬ 
dizes the cost of telephone service for 
low-income consumers. 

"Although the Link-Up program will 
end April 2, 2012, the Lifeline program, 
which helps pay the cost of monthly 
phone bills for eligible consumers, will 
continue," Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) Chairman David 
Armstrong said. "We encourage eligible 
Kentuckians to continue to avail them¬ 
selves of that program." 

The end of the Link-Up program, 
which has provided subsidies of as 
much as $30 for the initial cost of tele¬ 
phone service, is part of an FCC effort 
to overhaul low-income assistance pro¬ 
grams. The FCC is shifting the focus 
away from voice telephone service and 
toward broadband (high-speed) internet 
service. 

In order to help qualifying 
Kentuckians obtain assistance, the PSC 
has updated its brochure, A Guide to 
Telephone Service Programs for Low- 
income Consumers. The brochure is 
available at http://psc.ky.gov/agencies/ 
psc/consumer/lifeline.pdf. 

The Lifeline program contributes 
up to $12.75 per month for eligible 
Kentucky households to maintain a 
single telephone line, which may be 
either landline or wireless. 

Eligibility is determined by partici¬ 
pation in one of several other assis¬ 
tance programs such as Medicaid or the 


Low-income Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP), or (as of June 1, 
2012) by having a household income 
at or below 135 percent of the federal 
poverty level. 

More than 250,000 Kentucky house¬ 
holds participate in the Lifeline pro¬ 
gram, a lower proportion of house¬ 
holds than in many neighboring states, 
Armstrong said, that indicates that 
there are money eligible Kentuckians 
who do not participate in the program, 
he said. 

"Anyone who is not participating in 
Lifeline and who thinks their house¬ 
hold may be eligible should consult our 
brochure and contact their local phone 
company for details on how to apply," 
Armstrong said. 

Other changes being made by the 
FCC are intended to reduce waste or 
abuse in the subsidy programs and to 
begin shifting subsidies to the provi¬ 
sion of broadband service. The Lifeline 
program will continue to be funded 
through a small surcharge on all tele¬ 
phone bills.

Financial Aid Tip of 
the Month, April 2012 

Compare award letters to find best college deal 

By now, most high school seniors should have com¬ 
pleted the college application process and will begin 
receiving financial aid award letters. Seniors and 
their parents should compare those letters to find 
the one that offers the best financial aid package, 
the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) advises. 

The letter will usually show the total cost of atten¬ 
dance — what it costs to go to that school for one 
school year, including tuition, fees, room, meals, books, 
supplies, transportation and personal expenses. 

It may also show how much the student’s family is 
expected to pay toward those costs, the expected fam¬ 
ily contribution (EFC). The EFC is subtracted from 
the total cost of attendance to get a student’s financial 
need. The letter will then list various sources of finan¬ 
cial aid offered to pay for the costs not covered by the 
EFC. Students can accept or reject any or all of those 
proposed sources. 

Students should consider how much of the financial

Good Friday is traditional potato planting time 


With the early arrival of 
spring and Good Friday com¬ 
ing up, this weekend might be 
a good one for playing in the 
dirt. 

Planting potatoes on Good 
Friday is a long time tradition 
for many. I’m not sure why, 
unless someone was thinking 
that the same power that raised 
Jesus from the dead could sure¬ 
ly raise the potatoes. 

That makes sense to me, but 
it’s likely that this tradition 
originated with our spud-lovin’ 
ancestors from Ireland. 

Though we think Irish and 
potatoes go together like pea¬ 
nut butter and jelly, centu¬ 
ries ago, Catholics in Ireland 
wouldn’t eat potatoes because 
they weren’t mentioned in the 
Bible. They eventually changed 
their minds, but the potatoes 
had to be sprinkled with holy 


water first and planted on Good 
Friday. 

Some gardeners still plant 
according to “the signs.” The 
Farmers’ Almanac says the best 
time to plant potatoes is in the 
dark of the moon. 

There’s a full moon on Good 
Friday, and the best dates for 
planting underground crops 
this month are supposed to be 
the 12th and 13th. 

Here’s my theory about plant¬ 
ing potatoes-if the ground is 
dry enough to work and the 
danger of killing frost is past, 
then what in the world are we 
waiting for? 

The whole “potatoes have 
eyes” thing is amazing to me. 
How likely is it that a chunk 
cut off the side of a potato and 
stuck in the ground could pro¬ 
duce more potatoes? 

But that’s part of the fun of

growing your own food. You 
learn that those funny little 
dimpled places in potatoes will 
sprout and grow into bushy 
plants which will produce a 
bucketful of tasty tubers to 
mash, fry, boil or bake. 

According to the wealth of 
knowledge available on the 
Internet, “chitting” can help 
produce a potato harvest sooner. 
Gardeners can place potatoes 
in egg cartons or other shallow 
trays and set them on a win¬ 


dowsill where they will receive 
plenty of light. Once the pota¬ 
toes have sprouts about an inch 
long, they are ready to plant. 

Because they sprout sooner 
this way, the amount of time it 
takes for the plant to emerge 
from the ground after the seed 
potato is planted is reduced, 
and that means harvest time 
could come sooner—as much as 
two or three weeks sooner. 

To produce bigger potatoes, 
try rubbing off all but a couple 
of shoots on each piece of potato 
before you plant it. 

Now for those of us who’ve 
ever planted homegrown pota¬ 
toes left over from the previous 
year, we know the sprouting is 
likely to happen without much 
effort on our part. 

However, many people buy 
their seed potatoes and the 
eyes on them are often so hard 


to see that you almost have to 
work with a magnifying glass 
to know where to cut them. 

Whether you “chit” your pota¬ 
toes or not, it’s a good idea to 
cut the potatoes a day or two 
before you plant them. The cut 
will harden a bit which is sup¬ 
posed to make the potato more 
resistant to diseases. 

You can even cut them up 
several weeks before you want 
to plant them. They won’t rot 
for a long time if kept in a cool 
dark place. 

We like to stagger our plant¬ 
ings so we can harvest new 
potatoes throughout the sum¬ 
mer. 

Regardless of when you plant 
them, few things are better 
from the garden that a tasty 
ol’ tater.

Easy Stuffed Wontons

1 1/2 cups vegetable oil 

1 pkg. wonton wrap¬ 
pers 

1 - 8 oz. pkg. of Cream 
cheese spread with chives 
and onion (if desired use 
plain cream cheese and 
add fresh chive and green 
onion) 

1 egg 

1 can crab meat or tiny 
shrimp 

Soy sauce (if desired) 

Mix cream cheese mix¬ 
ture and crab or shrimp 
together. Lay wonton 
wrappers on wax paper 
on non-stick surface in 
diamond shape. Place 
one heaping teaspoon of 
mixture in the center on 
the wanton. Separate egg 
to use egg whites only. 
Brush sides of wonton 
with egg white mixture 
and fold in half pinching 
sides together so there 
are no openings. In a 
large skillet heat oil over 
medium high. Drop won¬ 
tons one at a time into 
hot oil, allow for spac¬ 
ing to create even cook¬ 
ing. Cook for one minute 
per side. Remove from oil 
and drain on paper towel. 
Serve with soy sauce if 
desired.
